CENTRALISED CHARITY. 


— 


Organised giving and organis 
ed distribution now~ find ‘much 
favour in connection with charit- 
able institutions. The movement 
to put charitable endeavour an a 
business footing is gaining ground 
in big cities, and the subject is 
one of which Hongkong might 
well take notice. Qur attention 
bas just, been drawn to, the 
methods followed in Victoria, 
British Columbia, where there 
exists what is«termed the Com- 
tunity Chest. ‘This is an organi- 
{sation created to provide for the 
maintenance of the city's charit- 
able, welfare and character- 
building institutions. Its officials 
are all voluntary workers, and 
they get together ‘on 8, basis of 
one campaign s year, inatead of 


many. Canvassers Bre ‘appointed | « 


and printed appeala sent out, 
these latter stating in concise 
form whith societies are receiving 
money from the Chest and how 
much is ‘allotted to each one. 
One week each year js set aside 
for this canvass, and those who 
give may specify the institutions 
which they desire to benefit. The 
Community Chest officials do not 
presume to tell people how much 
they should give, but it dogs 
circulate some ideas on the point, 
worked out ona Percentage basia 
in relation to income. :

Accompanying the 
appeal also is a statemiont of the 
work which all thesa societies 
do. ‘The. ides seems to us an ex- 
cellent one, and if the heads of 
various charitable organisations 
here were to get together and 
endeavour to give the experiment 
3 trial in Hongkong, we have no 
doubt that in the long run it 
woull be all to the benefit of 
these institutions. The slogan of 
the Victoria movement is “ Fill 
the Community Chest: Give 
Once a Yoar—Enough for Au” 


The Bandit Nuisance, 


There is, naturally, a great deal 
of indignant comment on the lat- 
est outrage by Chinese bandits— 
the holding up and leoting of the 
Shanghai-Pekitig express, the 
kidiag of a Britisher and an 
American, and the “capture” of 
a uumber of other foreigners 
who were travelling by it, , Ap- 
Pareatly there was a cailous 
disregard for the lives of the 
passengers, and only the best ot 
luck prevented the derailment of 
the whole train, the miscreants 
having tamperet with the ling 
sufficiently to have caused a tar- 
ible smaeh, No doubt the Lega. 
tions will take tho’ matter up 
vigorously, and obtain satisfac: 
tion’ Perhaps it is just as well 
that a big affair like this has 
occurred, for it is long past the 
time when “the Chinese au- 
thorities should ‘have been 
shown by concerted actior on thé 
part of the Powers that such 
outrages cannot be tolerated. It 
is absurd to think that peaceful 
travellers cannot venture through 
civilised Chins nowadays without 
running risks that savour of the 
“very wild West” days of America 
‘or the old coaching period of 
Britain. The “knights of the road" 
for the most part treated their ric- 
tims with the greatest considera- 
tion, yet-they swung at Ty burn and 
their profession became « thing 
of the past. In fact, it is bardly 
kind to their memory to com- 
Pare them with the outlaws who 
flout the authority of the Chinese 
Government. Nearer at hand we 
have the case of Mr. Rowson, 
Unfortunately, in this latter ia- 
stance of outlaw activity, the 
Hongkong Government has no 
locus stundi (which comment was 
Given the opposite effect through 
a printer's error in our Saturday's 
issue) so that-it cannot move 
in the matter; The Shanghai- 
Peking train outrage, » bowever, 
involving as it, perhaps fortunate- 
ly, does, the nationals of several 
foreign Powers, is a case for 
international action; and might 
be the beginning of the end for 
bandit activity in that region, at 
least for some time to come.

Altered Fee. on Cigars. 


eThere. will be a Moeting of the 
Hongkong Legislative Council 
next Thuraday, at 2.30 pom: at 
which the Colonia] Secretary will 
move two resdlations, one provid 
iog that on and after the Vth day 
of May the duties Payable on 
tobacco imported intoor manufao. 
tured in the Colony shall be 
according to a revised scale, and 
her providing for a new 
scale of fees payable for Chinese 
restaurant licences, 
-& representative of tha,Tele. 
graph, on ecquiry from official 
quarters this morning, gathered 
that neither ‘of these revisions is 
designed to inoreasa the Colony’s 
revenue, but theyhavebeon found 
Decessary in accordance with the 
altered prices and conditions now 
Prevailing. “As regards tobacc> 
cigars, cigarettes and snuff, the 
duties ara really being adjusted 
in accordance with the increase 
in the price (owing to higher 
labour and manufacturing costs) 
of most cigars, and the duty on 
Cigarettes and ordinary tobacco 
Temains practically unaltered. 
‘The duty on snuff has been at 
8 flat rate of $2.50 8 pound, and 
this “practically prohibited the 
importation of cheaper quality 
snuff. Under the Proposed new 
scale, allowance is made for the 
cheap kind, for instance, where 
value is lesa than $1.10 per th 
the duty is tobe only 50 cts, and 
where the value is less than 60 
cts the duty will ba 30 cts. per Ib, 
The prices of cheaper brands 
of cigars having gone up since 
April, 1921, when the prevailiag 
scale of dutes was drawn up, they 
are having to pay the higher 
duty, which in the end means a 
hardship on the dealer and 
consumer. The Government, by 
intreducing an adjustment of 
thé scale, are Temoving this 
unfair vatuation, thus. benefitt- 
ing. the public, and probably 
at a slight cost to the revenues of 
the Colony, though not sufficient 
to be worth taking into considera- 
tion. “Approximately, there will 


{be no alteration in the tobacco 


revenue. 
The ‘matter is’ 
by quoting specific examples. 
Thus, under the old scale 
Cigars valued at not less than 
$2.20 per Ib. pay a duty of 
$2.50 per Ib, and cigars at bet- 
ween $1.60 and §2.20-per 1p. pay 
aduty of 81:50. Under the new 
scale, cigars valued at not less 
than $3.25 per Ib. will, pay aduty 
of $2.50 and those’ valued at bet- 
ween $210 and $3.25 per Ib. 
will pay duty at the rate 
of $1.50. These exaniples 
are taken from the top of the 
scale: there areslower duties 
graduated in accordance with the 
market values. Now, taking a 
brand of cigar that ia valued at 
$2.30 a'ib, adder the old scale 
the duty is §2.50, whereas 
under the new scale it js 
actually lese, only $1.50. Thus 
a cheap brand, formerly valued 
at, say, $2, and now at $2.20

A Canton correspandert in- 
forms us that the situation slong 
- the East River and in the ‘region 

of the Canton-Kowloon Railway 
is again serious. Two of Chan 
King-ming’s former commanders, 
Young: Kwan-su and Lin It 
“hung. have declared their in. 
dependencs and they are pro- 
‘The 
former's troops are only eight 
miles from Shetlung, whilst the 
latter's sre near the Bocca Tigris 
forts, No actual fighting has 
yet taken place, but the Canton- 
Sheklung train bas been com. 
mandered for the purpose of 
conveying .troops, and so far 
some 3,000 bave been withdrawn 
fram the North River dis. 
trict to help in the defence 
of Sheklung. [tis reported that 
. latge bodies of Northern troops 
are on their way down the North 

River to assist the Kwangsi forces. 

Reports from the West River 
indicate thac large numbers of 
Kwangsi troops are continually 
arriving, and all availatle accom- 
modation is taken up. Itis stated 
that these troops will match on 
Canton when fighting breaks out 
in the North River region. 

‘The reported capture of Ying 
Tak by the Yunnanese proves to 
be premature. The city is stillin 
the bands of the Kwangsi forces, 
‘which are separated from the Yun- 
nanese by rapids. As the Kwangpi 
troops sreawaitingreinforcements 
and many of the Yunnanese and 
Cantonese have been withdrawn 
to the East River, there has been 
no fighting in this locality for the 
past few daye.
